Fhat it Mould be underſtood ſimply of Chyif withour any 
reſpet to. David,l ſee no cogent reaſon;in regard that Dawg 
was onewho inhis life and Office, did typipe Chrift, and 
foreſhew thoſe things that belong to him, which things like- 


' wiſe ſeem the more plainly to agree to Chriſt, by being 


ſhadowed out in the type. 

I therefore approve of the mixt way of interpreting this. 
Pſalm, conceiving that David ſpake it properly and by way 
of firſt intention of Chriſt, though not without the type of his 
own Kingdom,, in. which he ſaw the Kingdom of Chrilt to be 
ſhadowed forth ( asin the oppolition which ir had from ſun-

Three Particulars, I ſiv,are here deErinally to be explica»- 
red ard amplified :

Secondly, How they may be ſaid to ki/s the Son ? and then 

Thirdly, Why by this ſame arguing from the anger of the 
Son,are they pur upon this duty of k:ſi»g rhe Sen, and where- 
inlyes the force of the Argument ? Thele are the three things 
that\in the doctrinall illuftration of this Point I ſhall ( God 
willing ) irfiſt vpon; and then in the ſecond place, we ſhall 
come to the application of the whole. 

Firſt, /ho are thoſe Kings and thoſe Judges that are here 
exhorted ?\ and why they are exhorted? Theſe Kings and 
?uager are\the ſame that are ſpoken of in the firſt verſe of 
this Pla!m, where *tis ſaid, not only concerning the Heathens 
and the peep/e, thar they raged and meditated, ( the Heathens 
Without the Church, and the people Within, the J/raclitey 
as ſome interpret it,) but that ske Kings of the earth /et them 
ſelves, and the Rulers take connſel rogether; there it is, 
melakimand rezenim, Kingrand Rulers ; hereit is, melakim 
and fopetim, Kingsand Judges ; but both places intend the 
ſame thing. The word. Kings is (you ſee ) again repeated, 
and 7»dger here may very fitly anſwer to that of Rulers ver, 2. 
and by them may be meant, inferior Governors and Rulers, 
which might be Counſellors, to Kings, and preſide in judg- 
ments under Kings : and ro jwaf is oft in Scripture taken more 
largely than to examine and determine cauſes and caſes, even

cutrmmmmand 
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the Judges ( in that book ) are frequently ſaid, ſo many years 
tO bave judged Iſracl, that is, to bave ruled and governed 
them: byJudges then,are meant Rulers under poſlibly Kings, 
who are named here before ?«dges,becaule as 'cis their part to 
put their Judges upon, and alſo to quicken them in their duty, 
ſo commonly according to the pleaſure of the Xing, you 
ſhall ſee in moſ places the deportment of the Fage-s or infe- 
rior Rulers. To theſe Kizgs and 7#4ges, this exhortation is 
principally dire&ed, and that for theſe reaſons : 

Firſt, Theſe of all others are moſt #xw:illing to ſtoop to 
Chriſt. The greateſt in place are moſt hardly brought to be- 
come the loweſt in their own apprehenſion : Every knee muſt 
bow wnto the Lord Feſws, but the knees of Princes are of aſl 
others the ſtiffeſt and unwilling to bend, »n facile wan/weſ- 
c#unt, "tis hard to make them pliable co Chriſts pleaſure : and 
this both in regard of their apprehenſion of their wiſdome 
and carnall policy, as alſo of the greatneſs ot their ſtrength 
and wealth ( cheir ſtrong Tower in their own opinion. ) 
Commonly where there's no want there's much wantonneſs : 
*tis true, they have more temptations than others, it is a 
hard thing to be fu//and not to kick ; (and certainly they do 
deſerve, in this reſpet, more our pity than our anger ) a 
great condition, never that I yet heard of, occaſioned any 
mans converſion. 7 wil! get me to the great men ( ſaid ere» 
n:4ah Chap.5.5-) and 1 Will ſpeak unto them, bat theſe have 
altogether broken the yoke and burſt the houds. Who # the Lord 
( faid potent and-proud Pharaoh, Exod.5.2 ) rhat I fhowld 
obey his woice to let Iſraelgo? I know not the Lord, neither 
will 1 let Iſrael go. Greatneſs unſanCtified, is but as oyl to 
nouriſh the flame of pride and contempt of God: and God 
to make his people lowly and pliable, ofren makes them low 
and poor. Religion ſeldom flouriſheth in the ſoyl of arich 
mans ſoul : and *tis our duty not only to be willing to want, 
buteven to pray againſt that worldly greatneſs, which:ma 
occaſion us ro deny ſubjetion to Chriſt : It # 4s rare to fer 
4 man high and humble,as to ſee one poor and patiext. There 
is the firſt Reaſon, Bur then 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, Unio the Kings and Zudges of the earth this 
Exhortation is directed, to ſhew the greatneſs of Chrifts 
exaltation, intenCed here in this Þſa!m. The higheſt muſt 
ſtoop, and certainly then Chrilt kim/e{f is very bigh. If every 
knee wuft bow to b1, then ſurely Chriſt bimdelf ts the Kzng 
of Kings ard the Lurdef Lords, and higher than the. K ings 
the earth yea to be worſhipped by the A»gels. Worſhipped he 
muſt be, by 941/15 g ſpirits, and fo he muſt be by Minifters 
both oi Church ard State. How great is he whoſe ſubjeQs 
are Kings ! 

Thirdly, Kings and 7«dges are here exhorted, becauſe 
they have mere engagements lying upon them than others, to 
yeeld 6bedience. This was the greatneſs of Davids fin, that 
he would lift up the heel againft God that badlifted him up 
into the Throne. Ir is by Chriſt that Kings reign, and Prin- 
ces decyee jaſiice. It was Baaſhas lin, as you read 1 King. 
16.2. that when God had exalted him out of the duſt, he 
World Walk 1Athe Way cf the hemſe of Fercbexm. God had raiſed 
him up co power, ard he raiſeth himſelf up to. rebellion. 
God having given unto Nebnchadnezzar 4a K ingdem, ma» 
jefty. and gory and honeur, would not endure that he ſhould 
ftrur and vaunt it in his great Babel, and not take notice of 


' that God thar bad acvanced him. It isall the equity in the - 


world, that they who have more honour from God than 
others have, ſhould return mure honour © God than others 
do, even return as they have received. Nuthing more per- 


verſe and unſeemly, than for people to obey Kings, and for - 


Kings and Judges to diſobey God, and to fight againſt him 


with his own weapons. 


Fourthly, . 7 he/e are bere exhorted, becauſe they have * 


reater opportunities and abilities to do good than owther men, 
th by precept and example: Scilicer in ulgus manant 
exqmpla regentiars, upon the common people commonly flow 
the examp)es of Princes ; it js oft their fault that the people 
are ſo.bad, and either from the imnration of their lives, or 
obedience to their Laws, that peopie are ſo diſobedient to

And if Religion at the ' Barr, whenit is in a holy and a poor 
Pawl,makea linfull Aagiftrate to tremble,certainly Religion 
in theThrone,or on the Sexch, will ſooner make a Malefattor 
at the Bary to tremble. Though it be the holineſs which we 
love not, yetif itbe joyned with the power which we fear ; 
though it be the goodneſs which we deſpiſe, yet if it be joy- 
ned with the greatneſs we admire, it will probably have many 

Fifthly, Becauſe the obedience of Kings and Rulers to 
Chrift, ſhews the neceſſity of the /ubjeftion F inferiours to him. 
Will notGod exempt Kings from his ſervice?ſurely then poor 
ones mult toop. Kings, as Calvin ſaith upon my Text, ſeem 
among men, /egibus ſoluti, & communi ordine exempti, tO 
be exempted from _— obedience, and to have a diſpenſa- 
tion to live as they liſt. And if any men in the world have 
liberty to be and do ſo,they are accounted the men;but you ſee 
that theſe are commanded to ſtoop, and therefore their /#b- 
jetts muſt needs become ſubjeR unto the Lord Jeſus. If God 
will not indure a proud King in a Throne, yea not a proud” 
Angel in Heaven, certainly then not a proud worm in a 
dunghill.

that the Heaihens were wont at the riſing of the Sun, every 
one to give kiſſes unto their hands in token of ſuhjeRion to 
that their dumb deity ; and by the way, it ſeems not to be 
without the providentiall wiſdom of "God, thar the Sun 
which the Heathens did fo [requently worſhip for their God, 
ſhould have in the Hebrew a word that ſignifies a ſervant, 
Jaemeſh, the Sun coming from hamrſhto ſerve,as noting the 
unfirnels 0} inaking that to be a-Lord, which was appointed to 
be a lervant tous, tohold the Candle, or to go before us 
with the Lanthorn, and to be the common ſervant of the 
world. ( Butthac by the wav. ) 

3y the Ky/s hicre mentioned in the Text, I underſtand 
tat of thus /ccend fort, even ſuch an one as denotes ſub- 
miſlive and humble /xb1e& ion given by way of homage and 
loyalty unto the Lord FZrjrre, To Kiſs the Yon, isto be /ub- 
Jeet to, lum, and to rake him for ovr alone ſupream Lord 
and Governout, This is intended by this command of 
kiſſing, in the genera/l, but more particularly: hols 
There are ſundry duties expreſling this reſpet and ſub» 
jection comprehiendedin the fame. As 

Firlt, A» honorable opinion and high eſtimationof the Son Ru- 
lers that are high in place, ſhould be high in their Subje&s 
thoughts : Deſpiſing them in the heave will, make way for res 
proaching them with the t-xgwe. The Subjets of David 
(the typeof Chrilt in this P/a/m) thought him Worth ten 
thouſand of them. *Twas Corals ſinne to think, that Moſes 
and 47x were but as the reſt of the people. Chriſt Jeſus 
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is to be lookt upon by the greateſt, as the chiefeſt of ter rhow+ 
ſand, and to thim heis to be precioms, God would not en- 
dure proud Pkarach to ſay, Who is the Lord, in a way of 
contempt ? Kings ſhould rather ſay, #ho #© as the Lord, by 
way ot reſpett ! *Tis the common finne of great ones, to 
have eyes ſo dazled with the Sunne-ſhine of worldly glory, 
as to ſee no excellency in Chriſt ; as a man whoſe weak eyes 
have been overcome with the brightneſs of the Sunne, can 
ſee nothing, though laid never ſo plainly before him. Hence 
"tis, they deſpiſe the ſpiritual beauty of his Ordinances, ſer- 
vice .and ſervarts,&c, Chriſt is /ma/l to him, to whom the 
world is great, Herod and his men of Warre meckt and [es 
him at »anught ; And this is the ordinary uſage that ſtil] Chriſt 
meets with in the world ; The outſide-meannels and con- 
temptibleneſs of the wayes of Chriſt, a proud Potentate will 
bardly brook, no Chrilt will pleaſe them without external 
Grandeur - Beauties in fancy, outfide-giiſterings, and well» 
aQed vanities, ſo affect thety, that ſol:d glory is negleR- 
ed by them. They, to whom Chrill isa {xmbling ſtone in re» 
gard of his ſmalneſs, and*appearing deſpicableneis,ſha)l here- 
after finde him a ſexe ro cruſh them, when he tals upon them, 
and daſheth them in peeces. Worldly great ones often hor. our 
wickedneſs in robes,and contemn holineſs in rags. Him, who 
hath his Throne in Heaven, they labour to make their foot» 
ſtool upon Earth. And this is the reaſon that Gcd ofc 
makes them who are adored as gods by men, to become the 
loweſt of imen,and poureth Damefnll ſpewing wpon their glory. 
 Secondiy, This SubjeAtion and Homage to the Sonne, 
imports the lIugh eAdmiraticn dne to him. It is a part of 
his honourable Title, he is called wenaerſnll, Ta.g 6. and 
Gerhard ſpeaking concerning Magiſtrates ſaith, They are cal- 
led in Scripture 345 Glories and Dignities, becauſe they 
cauſe in SubjeRs a ſingular adm4ration and veneration. Pers 
ſons in dignity reſpe&cd, are more or leſs admired, and admi- 
ration is not the leaſt part of thereſpect given to them. Ard 
therefore where we reade in Scripture of reſþet/ing of perſons, 
as that God is not a re#þetter of perſons, 2 Chron. 19.7.

The greatelt care of moſt great ones is,' how to get honour ; 
truly our greatelt care ſhould be how to »/e honour, how 
not to be proud of it when we haveit, /t 5 a bard thing ts + 
be low \with contentedneſs, and tobe high With humility; It's 
a. rare and noble temper , when that excellency which all 
others obſerve, 18 only hid to him who hath it ; and as Afo- 
/es, who (ſpeaking with God )' pulF'd off his ſhoes, and hid 
his face, to diſcover by acknowledgemen:;our infiriaities,and 
conceal the comelinebs of any thing wherein we ſeem to excel. 
Humility is the ſutableſt Robe for a King, who thinks (as he 
ought) of this King of Kings. Humility is the ornament, of 
Angels, and the deformity of Devils. The command of 
"IP being cloathed With hum:i/ity belongs'to Princes as much as (if 
NY not more than) to beggars. In conditions of highnels, 
there's greateſt heed to be raken of high-mindedneſs. Pover- 
ty and worldly lowneſs are the food of Humility. Riches and 
Honours are the fewel of pride. David, A/aand Hexekiah 
(though good, yet) ſhew'd themſelves mes in being unduly 
lifted up by worldly glory, and they all ſmarted for it ſuffici- 
ently. I have heard of a Bird that 15 ſo little, and fo light and 
feathery, that italwaycs flies with a ſtone in its mouth, left 
otherwiſe the windes ſhould carry itaway. In high conditi- 
ons we ſhall eaſily loſe our ſelves, unleſs we carefully pre- 
ſerve Humility in the heart. 
PF , Fourthly, This ſubjeRion co the Sonne of God, as onr 
Tri + 14. Supream Lord, imports, Confidence in him, dependance upon 
jendan c. him, andtrufting to h-m tor all gr0d4. This is a duty princi- 
| pally incumbent on Pocentates, me truſt in Charicts, ant 
ſome in hor{es, but they muſt rememver the Name of thu great 
Lord. It's hard te have the wor ' mxch, and to truft it /it- 
tle. God ſers the greateſtin ſlip-c7y places, thar they may 
truſt ro Chritt for ſuſtearation. *T1s here faid to Kings and 
Rulers, Bleſſed are all thoſe that truſt in him. Tt may be the 
ſin.oft of «5 in ſubje&tion, to-rruſt in yow, but 'it' eannot- 
be your lin ro rruſtin hw. There are two things "hae men 
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are moſt ready ſinfu}ly to trult in, the one is their Phari- 
ſaicall righteouſneſs , and the other is their Worldly great" 


weſt ; 
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weſt t Now he that would take the Son for his ſupream Lord, 
muſt erult eo neither of thele reeds z not to his roghtrom/ne/e, 
he muſt throw that away, though it ſeem his gold. If a 
man be in the water ready to be drowned, and hath in onehand 
a handfull of pibbles, and inthe other an handfull of gold, 
there beinga cable thrown out to ſave him, te muſt caſt away 
his gold out of the one hand, as well as his pibbles out of 
the other, Lather makes the application, when he adviſeth 
to take more heed of our ſeeming good. works, leſt they 
hinder us from Chriſt, then of our ſinnes. If God hath 
appointed that we ſhould go out of our ſelves for a vital 
ſubſiſtence to things below, to Bread for food, to Cloathes 
for warmth, &c. much more will he have us to go out of 
our ſelvesfor a bleſſed ſubliſtence,Hot to his worldly greatneſs: 

when the world is but p» owi/ing, Chriſt is ſeldom truſted. It's 
obſerved by ſome, that the Book of Eccleſiaſtes is prefixed 
before that of Canticles,becauſe Ecclefiaſtes,takes us off from 

the Creature, by ſhewing its emptine{,andCanticles woos un- 

roChriſt,by ſhewing his worth and fulneſs. We can hardly be 

brought to look upon Chriſt as one that is fully and ſolely to 

be truſted to, till God gives to ſee the weakneſs and vanity 

of all creature- dependencies; ſo long as a man ſtands upon 

his legs in the water, he ventures not himſelf upon the ſtream 

ro bear him up: Till we ſee our ſelves fatherleſs,we ſhall hard- 

ly go to Chri/t to find mercy. The Vine, the /vy,the Hop, 

the ood-bind, aretaught by nature to cling and wind about 

ſtronger Trees; and hence *cis, that God takes even great 

ones often off from their own legs, and ſhews chem the 

brittleneſs and vanity of their creatnre- crutches, before (or- 

dinarily ) he doth any great good either to them or by them 

and ſeaſons them commonly ( like timber ) by wants and 

ſufferings, before he either builds them up, or builds up 0- 

thers by them. 

Fifthly, This /ubjeition to the Son of God as our ſupream 
Lord, imports the fearing and reverexcing of him. I meane 
an ingenuous fear, the fear of a loyal ſabje# toward a 
gracious Prince ; not that of 4 and for wrath, this 

is 
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is bondage, that is dwty, to fear him as SORE ſubjetts, not 
asunvoluntary ſlaves :'to fear him,not becauſe he ſers himſelf 
againſt /nners, bur becanſe fin lers ir ſelf againſt biz, Firſt 
fear bim, and then fear is Wrath, Fear him more out of ſenſe 
of duty enjoyned, then of danger threatned, Let your fear 
therefore be repardfu)l of Gods Wrath, becaufe ir proceeds 
from a faith which repoſetly it ſelf on his wercy, Its no cow- 
ardize for the moſt warlike Emperour, to fear offending,this 
greateſt Lord: true valour ſtands in ſtooping to. him, and 
fearing of ſin; *tis not magnanimity but madneſs to fight 


againſt the Lord of Hoſts : it is not courage but fool-hardi-

neſs to go boldly to he//,and only proceeds trom the ignorance 
of danger ; like that of the ſilly Americans, who preſs upon 
the mouth of the Muſquet,. becauſe they are unacquainted 
with its force: Men of greateſt couraye, have been moſt 
fearſull of, and ſorrowfull for fin. fofiah was tout hearted, 
and yet tender- hearted. David who had kild the Lyon and 
the Bear, yt Waters his bed with tears; and he who had over- 
thrown Armies, and tet liis feet upon the neck of Goliah, is 
himſelf laid flat by one poor Prepher, There is mercy 
enough in this great Lord, to allure the moſt rerembling ſub- 
jeft,. and majeſty enough in this graciom Prize, to diſmay 
the fonteſtrebel. Particularly fear Inm in that wherein you 
are commonly moſt fearleſs, Imean-your worldly rejoycing. 
In your greateſt abundance you mult not feaff your ſelves 
Without fear. You mult know, that though you be Lords of 
rich well-furniſhed tables, Chrift is more the Lord of your 
enjoyment: then your ſelves: *Tisthe ſupream Lord' who will, 
calYyou ro an-account, how you have uſed his creatures, and' 
whether you have not kickr-againſt him:when you have been

Sixthly, This ſabjeftion to him as our ret Lord, 
appeares in the way of acknowleaging him, celeberation and 
praiſing of his Name, for all the good that he hath done 
for his ſubjets. This tribute of prai/cs is given him at large, 
Rev.F.12. Worthy is the Lamb that Was ſlain, to receive 
power, and riches, and wiſdom, and ſtrength, and honour, 
and glory, and bleſſing. It you have a powey to do or receive 
any good, this /wpream Lord muſt be magnified for it. 7 
can do all things through Chriſt that ſtrengthens me, If God 
hath pardoned fins, the Blond of the Lamb mult be magni» 
fied for it; If deliverance from Wrath be beltowed, 7e/ws 
mult have the praife; If worldly maintenance, our very life, 
motion, and being, muſt be acknow/caged to be from him. 
By him all things conſiſt, and he upholds all _— by the 
Word of his power, Heb. 1, 3. Gol.1, 15. And of him, 
and from bing, and for him, ave all things. If victories be 
given, it is by this Lord of Hoſt, he it is that orders the 
great tranſactions of the world, and changes the times and 
ſeaſons, and puls down one, and ſets up another. ' If at any 
time any good work be done for us, in us, by us, Chriſt mult 
have the prai/e thereof. I read of Conſtantine, that when 
he bad built many Hoſpitals for the poor, he wrote 7eſws 
up on every entrancce into them; He would not take any 
glory to himſelf, but gave all to Chriſt, Now unto the King, 
eternall, immortal!, invifible, the onely Wiſe God, be howonr 
and glory, for ever and ever. *Tis reported that a certain 
King being ina Ship upon the Sea, and his Crown falling 
from him into the water, a ſubje& of his in the Ship, would 
needs offer to dive into the Sea to fetch back the Crown a- 
gain, he adventures to dive, and brings up the Crown with 
him, but being not able to bring it back in his hands, he puts 
it on his head, and the King ( they fay,) rewarded him for 
bringing back rhe Crown with him, but puniſh's him with 
the loſs of his head, for putting the Crown on it. God will 
not endure to have thar hononr given to the creature, that 
is only due to Chrift ; Ferch up his honour if you fee it fall, 
but you muſt take hee d-leſt you ſet it upon your own 

D: 2 heads. 
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I Tim,1,17, 
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the Lord ſmote him,and made him worms meat preſently ; Juſt 
is God to hinder the creature from incroacbing on his own 
prerogative: Their's none fit to waite upon the King of 
Glory, but ſuch as give all g/ory to this King. By the grace 


of God [ am, What 1 am, ( fauh holy and humble Pax! ) 


in reſpect of good, yea, *tis by his grace (as Auſtin excel- 
lently) That thou arr not, what thow art net, in reſpect of 
fin, and haft not, wha: thou haſt not, in reſpect of puniſe- 
ment.

ſelves, and aide 4 co 2 their own tormentors, and in- 
duſtrioully co ferch inn zrrerof exceifi ve horror to themſelves 
out of chair 0owa byſoms, to gaze willingly in that falſe 
glaſs which Satan ſers before chem, and co be led by that 
lying crucl:y winch miſrepreſeats co their affrighted unagi- 
nations, every gnat as a Camel, every mote as a molehil, 
every ml:zhill as a mountain, every lutfull thonght as a ſo- 
demitscal vilany, every idle wird as a d:ſpzrate blaſphemy, 
every angry look, as a bloudy murder, every cranigrefſion 
againlt #gdr of conſcience as a ſin againſt rhe holy Ghoſt. In 
chis amizedaeſs of þirit, God can cauſe a man to turn his 
own artikery,. his wit and learning upon himſelf, to argue 
with (almoſt uazaſwerable ) ſubcilry, againſt the pardon- 
ableneſs of his js, to wound his wounds, with a concest chat 
they are incurable,to vex his very vexations with a refuſlingto 
be comforted. In a word, toturntohisowntorment not only 
hiscro//es and tentations,but even the very comforts of his life, 
wife,children, gold,poods, preferments,as that Wofwll Spira 
did. And if God ſpeak the Word, the rebellious hand ſhall 
ſtrike the head, the nails ſhall tear the 5&in, the reerth ſhall 
gnaw the fleſþ, and thoſe who are made to take one anothers 
parts, ſhall become mutine: hke the Midianites, Who ſhea» 
thed their ſwords in one anothers bowels ; and all this to prove, 
that a man forſaken of God, hath leaft mercy for himſelf : 
and that he with whom God is a»gry, ſhall be to himſelf 
erwel. And as God can thus torment the conſcience of the 
ſtonteft, fo can he infatwate the counſels of his /ubrileft ene- 
mies, and (in Ain/worths ſenſe) can make Princes periſh 
from the way, to wander and loſe the right way, and net to 
know whither to go: yea he can cauſe then by their moſt poli- 
tick conſutrations, to conſult ſhame to their hoſes, can give 
Nebuchadnezzayr the heart of a beaſt; earn make Princes to wan- 
der in the wilderneſs where there is no way, Pfal.107.40: and 
can take away the nnderſtanding of the aged, Job 12. In ſhorr, 
this /overaigs Lord hath all mijeries ac hand that may paniſh 
the outward man, he hath thouſands of loathſome tortarin 


diſeaſes, 
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diſcaſe:.which with a Wcrdbe can ſend upon your bgaies;upon 
your geeds, houſes, Navies, Armies flocks becan ſerd ſhoprs of 
fire ana brimflone, ard h:rrible tempeſls 5 upon 1 our Names 
and all wor{dly grandeur, he can pour ſhamej ul! ipemixrg, and 
ſo can ftain ihe pride of ail your ghery;he can make #proud and 
puiſſant Bajazer, to be carried up and Cownin a wooden cage 
for a gazirg ſtock : He can rovuz up the /#2 that lurks and 
Neeps in your excmtes breaſts, and can turn your friends, 
your followers, your /ubjets againſt you, and wat jou off be- 
fore your ex# doors, ard ſpurn you abuut as dirt in the 
ſtreets, ard all this /#«denly when you are at the higheſt, in 
your way, going on ſecurs/y, and crying peace, peace Bec. 
and eafily, witha word : Then ſbull he Speak unto them in his 
Wrath : ( 'tis but Feaking ard his enemies are undone: ) 
wich a breath, the breath of the Lord is a ſtr cam of brimſtens: 
as if one who hath a plagwe:/ore, ſhould ki his enemies with 
but breatking on him ; yea and irrcf;bly ,wheny our friends 
and forces are at the beight of fixength, even then ( as *tis 
faid of Jeruſalem) bringing you down worderfſully. 

3. Andlaftly, Conſider the dreaafulne/7 of this anger, 
in regard of the per/ous with whim he js angry,and that bath 
as they are Weak, and ſo not able to reſiſt him, and wicked, 
and ſo not fit to be ſpared by him : 3s they are wicked, prepa- 
red fer deflruftron, fitted ſcwel for the fire of vengeance, nat 
as the green tree but the rorte» ſtick, mage combuſtible wat » 
ter by all ſorts of aggravations of /»»e committed againſt 
him, as a Creater, who made them of nothing ; as a Law- 
ever who enjoynd them their d#t3; as a 7adg who told them 
of his ſpeedy and dreadfull coming to be avenged of them ; 
as & friend that woed and mepr over them, and made them 
a fruitleſs :exder of that ocean of lope, one drop whereof ſhall 
not be ſpared to eternity to cool their /corched tongue : how 
greatly muſt they provoke Chriſt a friend, who have choſen 
rather to be bri/ed under Satans feet, then to be dodgd mn 
Chriff., boſome. 2. Conſider them as weak duft and aſter, 
and ſo no moreable to reſiſt him than the lighteſt chaff can 
a furious #hir/wind, or the lookeſt Zrawcan the n:oft wweep- 
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ing torrent ; The wax and fabble can morecaſily vanquiſh 
a violent fi:m?, the tender caw/ of the heart of a Lamb, can 
ſooner overcome the paw and tooth of a reading and deyours» 
ing Bear,the moſt brittle earthen veſſel ſooner break in'pieces 
an iron pillar, the caſting up of a /irrle pible, ſooner repell 
the force of the greateſt y:ck in its fall from Heaven, than 
can the enemies of Chrit withftand the fury of his power, 
were they a world of Gyants, yea as many worlds of ſuch as 
there are menin.che world. 

This far the opening of the third and laſt particulat in the 
Dotrine, viz. Abe «Argument by which Rulers are put up- 
on the duty of kiſſing the Son, leſt he be apgry : the Applicas 
tion of the whole follows. 

Firſt, Inote, The tender and permanent care of Chriſt to 
his Church. He requires the greateſt Potentates to yeeld 
their /ubjeFion, for the promoting of /ubjeition to him. 
Chriſt ſhews his care of the Church, by making ſome to be 
bis fubje&s, who have power to relieve her. He requires 
that deſpiſed govare/s, ſhould be joyned with admired great- 
eſs, that ſoit might have the more command and followers. 
'Tis his goodneſs ſometimes to make Religion on the Bench, 
diſcountenance wickedneſs at the Barr. When the governed 
Kiſs the Son, they ſhall ſave themſelves : but when Gower- 
nors Kiſs him, they may inſtrumentally ſave thouſands. 
God ſets and keeps up the pole of civill Dominion, that the 
weak Hop-hine the Church may be ſuſtained. *Tis promiſed, 
Pſal. 22. 29. That the fat upon the earth fhall Whorſp1p, 1, C. 
That they who abound and flow with wealth, ſhall ſerve 
Chriſt. And 1/a.60.3 That Kings ſhall ccome to the bright- 
neſs of the Churches riſing. & 10..11. That Kings ſhall 
miniſter to the Church, And Verſ. 16. That ſhe ſhall ſuck 
the breaft: f Kings, And I/a. 49. 23. That Kings ſhall be 
nurſing-Farbers, and © eens nurjing- Mothers, to. the 
Church , Infant-like for weakneſs; For Ralers to profeſs 
Chrittianity, and not to prowereit, isnot to Kiſs the Son 
unleis by berrayin; him with a Ki/s Chriſts care to the 
Church, is ſo tarre from taking away the Magiffrars care, 
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that it ſuppoſeth it. Your Dominion is given you to advance 
that of the chief Lord, The greateſt Xings are hs vaſſals: And 
as they muſt give an accouat to an higher power hereafter, 
ſo ſhould they ſerve for the promoting thereof for the 
preſent. In 1/a.6».10,11. where we read that Kings ſhall 
be brought, we read alſo, that they ſhall miniſter ro the 
Church. Nor can they Ki/; the Sonu, by miniſtring to the 
Church, if they Xi/5 and countenance her enemies. Wor- 
thy Patri:ts, you thit are our Relers in this Parliament, 
"tis often ſ1id, we live in Times wherein We may be as good as 
we pleaſe : wherein we enjoy in purity and plenty, the Or- 
dinances of Jeſus Chriſt. Praiſed be God for this, even that 
God who hath delivered us from the impoſition of prelati- 
cal Innovations, Altar-genu-flexions and cringings , with 
crollings, aud al! that popiſh 1raſh and trumpery. And truly 
( 1-ſpeak no more then what I have often thought and faid ) 
The remoyall of thoſe inſupportable burdens, countervails 
for the Blood and Treaſure ſhed and ſpent in theſe late di- 
ftractions. ( Nor didTI, as yet ever hear of any godly men 
that deſired, were it potlible, ro purchaſe their friends or 
money again, at ſo dear a rate,as with the return of theſe, to 
have thoſe ſoul-burdning, Antichriſtianyokes re-impoſedupen 
us: And if any ſuch there be,I am ſure that deſire is no part of 
their godlineſs,and I profeſſe my leif in that to be none of the 


number. ) But though it be a mercy that we may be as good | 


as we pleaſe, yet I beſeech you, as you love your own fouls, 
as you dread the anger of him, whoſe anger if kindled but 
a little, bleſſed are all they that put their truſt in him, let 


not men be ſuffered to be aswicked as they pleale,let rhemnot - 


vent and print what errours they pleaſe, ro the diſhonour of 
the Son to whom you profeſs ſub;etw0n. The firſt Table 
ſhould be the Magiſtrates firſt care; and if they are injurious 
ro all Chriftians, who take away but one of the Commande- 
ments from us, certainly they are as injurious both to Aſagi» 
ſtrates and ur,, who take away one 7able from them, as 
they'do who ſay the Aagiſtrates have nothing to do in 


matters of Religion. You mult keep both Tables not onely 
F as 
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us men , bit alſo 85 Reters. If you be the Shields of the 


- earth , you muſt protect the- p/ory of God; If you be 
Shepherds, you muſt take care that the Flock, of Chriſt wan- 


'der not in the waies of hell without care to reduce them, 
that grievons Wolves, feducers have no liberty to devoure 
#, and that i: benot putinto pogonfull Paſture ro feed in. 
Tis true, you are not- to prepare their food, for that be- 
lonvs to the Miniſters : yet yow mult hinder thoſe from 
feeding them , who give them poy/on inſtead of foed; as 
though you take not upon you the calling of Phyſicians, yet 


you muſt fo farre regard the bodies of /«bjetls, As to take 


care that Phy/icians preſcribe not poy/on to their Patients in» 
fread of whotefome. Phyſick, Certainly yog arenot called 
Gods in the Scripture, that yew ſhould calt off afl care of god- 
lineſs, and ſuffer all ro be wngoaly ; God never appointed 
Magiſtrates to be Ux-herd; ( as many people make them ) 
that is, onely co put the people as Oxcx into good Paſture, 
and to give thera ſtore of feedizg and p.itxre, but not to care 
who carries them to the Shambles, or who knocks them on 
the head ; This is a pitifuil Magiftrace who doth thus, only 
provides peace and outward plenty for people, not regarding 
whether ſeducers draw them into /oul-damning hereſies or 
no. Surely this Ifag:ifrate,though he may approve of our 
living a peaceable and quiet life under him, yet lives as if he 

hn the next words | in all godlineſs and honeſty 
blotred our of the Buble. If this latter muſt be the md of 
the ſubjects Prayers, it muſt likewiſe be the ead of the Ma- 
Siftrats Government. If it be the duty of a naturall Parent 
ro bring up his Child in the Le and nurture of the Lord, 
Eph.6.4. Surely it is more the duty of a Pelitscal Parent 
ro do ſo. Maſt the ratwral Parent take heed that his 
Chitd be kept from knives, poyſon, fire, 8&c. and may the 


- political Parent ſuffer all his Children to be deſtroged by 


dammnable herefies, and by being brought up in the awr- 
twyre of the devil, T1 will never believe that; 
*tis a DoGrine againſt all ſenſe as well as Scripture. 


- Are you to have parental honour Þy vertue of the 
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ful Commandement, and are you not ta perform paren- 
tall duties by vertue thereof > Never di&E hear that thoſe 
Ralers ww 5. gy their own Names, who ſuffered Gods 
to be prophaned. And though poſlibly they may pleaſe the 
diftempered appetites of ſome, yet certainly,they are ene- 


mies to the ſpirituall hea/tb of a/l, and to their own tempo- 


rall and eternall happineſs. The fear of God is the bet foun» 
dation of obedience to Magiſtrates : Ungodly men will not 
conſciencioully be go:d ſubjects. Men may from a principle 
of ſelf-lowe, forbear the oppoſing of Magiſtracy, as a daw- 
ger , butonely from a principle of con/cience, can they abhov 
itasa ſin. Humane Laws may make men hide, onely Gods 


Law can make men hate diſobedience, The pawer of the 


word in the conſciences of people, binds more ſtrongly to 
obedience, then the power of the Sword over the bodies of 
people. The way for the Aſagstrate to bring men under 
his /xbjefion, is to his utmoſt to make them /wbjefs to 
Chrifh. If Rulers provide for the keeping of Gods Laws, 
the obſervation of their own will follow of conrſe. _ 

Secondly, I note, Magiſtracy is confiſtent with the ſer- 
ving of the Lord, andthe kiſſing of the Sox 

My: Text indeed commands K ings and }udges to ſerve the 
oxe, and to Kiſz the other : but neither it, nor any other 
Scripture faith, lay away your Crowns, and Scepters, throw 
away your Purple, and Sive over your Magiftracy. With- 
oue doubt, this P/a/m was penned for " wr de as 
Auguſtine tels us in his forty eighth Epift/e, even for Times 
wherein the Sox was to have the utmoſt parts of the earth for 


his poſſeſſion, verſe 8. And yet onely the regulating of Ma» - 


giſracy, beingihere enjoyned, the eſtabliſhing thereof is alſo 
here plainly. i:mpli'd. The Authour of this Pſalm was no

It hath been the conſtant endeavour of Satan to perſwade 
civil Governours that Chritts Kingdom is an enemy to theirs: 
but he who when he had a »7ehr, would not be made a King, 
gives no liberty to tl.ofe who have none, to px// down thoſe 
whom he hath ſet vp. No, his example and precept teach 
private Chrittiars che contrary, even to be ſubject to the 
higher powers, thoſe which are by his providence, not vnely 
thoſe which ox2ht to be by His precepr, to inquire indeed into 
the nature of al] Cymmand4,not to diſpute the * rirles of thoſe 
which are C:mmaxders : ( and truely, were every private 
Chriſtian to fatisfie his coy/cience in the goodneſs of a Go- 
vernours title before he yeelded wedience, I think it would 
be hard to Ce ermine, whether the cendirion of the Governor, 
or the con/cience of the guvernea would be expoſed to the 
greater miſery )Chriſt hath not (o ſtile care ot Iis Chaurch(as 
yet in her ter:der infant-age ) a« to leave hey altogether with» 
out ſome inculgent and fultering friends, in whoſe boſome ſhe 
nay /o4p, and whoſe breaſts (le may /xck. He ſees not the 
Worid (as.yet) lo ſafe a place, as totally to deprive her of the 
protefticn of Princes. No, nor 1s he fo regardleſs of the 
g00d of thoſe who cry down A1Ma:itrarer, as they are them- 
ſelves. They who are weary of Aſagiftrates, are weary of 
all the bleſſings and conforrs of peace ; and in labouring to 
pull down che /7/ars,they firiveto pull down the bai/ding on 
their own and others heads. What would Comntries be 
without Government, but the dens of Wild Beaſts. Fadah 
aud [[racl awelrt ſafely, every man under his Vine and Fig- - 
tree all the agies of Solomon, 1 King. 4. 25- Even Nebuchad- 
Lexar Wa: a,T ree Whoſe fruit Was meat ſor all, under which 
the Beaſts of the field dwelt, and upon Whoſe branches, the 
Fewles oj the Heaven had their habitation, Dan.4.21. The 
Funerals of a political Parent, millions of Children will ce- 
leberate with zrars, Over Saul who was wicked and tyran- 
nical, doth David bid the Daughters of J/rael to Weep, who

out againſt Government, is not becauſe they would have no 
Governmert, but becauſe they would have it in themſelves, 
or elſethey defire to burn this 7«d, that they may: play the 
Wartrcys the more freely. 

Thirdly, 1 note, The greateſt in the World are nt” allowed 
to be looſe and lawleſs. Its not conſiſtent with the /everargn- 
ty of the great King, to ſuffer any ſubje&t within his De» 
minions, who will be abſolute, and not yee/d htm his h:mage, 
nor with his Wi/d-m, to make any thing which heindends r.ot 
rouſe. Superiority gives ro diſpenſation for impiety : The 
greateſt are not exempted from obedience to Chriſt, Here, 
what Bernard ſpeaks in another caſe, is moſt true, He rhat 
exempts himſelf, deceives himſ:lf. The higheſt Potentate 
cannot be ungodly by Amthority. The talleſt Cedar , the 
ſtoutelt 04k, muſt bend or break. No emrinency of place bears 
any outin ſis. -The Groveand 7udgment-ſeat, gives Kings 
and Vaſſals an equality of conditicy, and the Scripture gives 


both an equal «b/igation to duty. Nor yet is Re/igon, any dil-

Indeed, all things ſerve him, that ſerves Chriſt, How 
needleſs, How unſuitable is it for great ones, to fear nothing 
more then to, have a,»ame to fear God? and of alt things to 
be moſt aſhamed of their glory The deſirable thing 
even ina Prince is gedln/s. As ſoon as Angels ceaſed to be 
boly, they began to be Devils, though their other accom- 
pliſhments, of ftrength, wiſdom, ſpirituality, &c. remained 
with them. The rareſt endowments. without grace, make 
none excelent, nor beſide rb44 will, any thing bave a luſter 
at the /aſt day : All created beaxties will die , decay, and 
diſappear, when the Son of righteoyſnes appeares. Holineſs

As nothing can offend where is goodneſs will pre- 
ſerve, fo nothing can defend where his. juſtice will frike.

their A7moar cannot ſave them, how ſhould their vakedye/5?TF 
their warlike priſſancecannot preſerve then, how ſhouldtheir 
diſſembling,their perjury, theif oppreſſion, theit,/nkrwarmneſy, 


curſed nextrality in the caue of God, and all ſueh impolitick - 


policies ? They who would ſhun Wrath by any other meanes 
then by Kiſſing the Soy, rake miſtaken courſes. That Goun- 
cill thought themſelves doubtleſs very wiſe, 7h. 12.48. who 
thought to prevent their deſtruRtion from the Remanes, by 
kiling the Son, byt that very policy which thy — 
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ſhoald preſerve then, proved the loſs of their Natson,and its 
deſtructioa by the:R»»4uz5. That Prince one!y ſets up him- 
ſelf upon a ſolid four44tion, who ſes up Chriſt above himſelf, 
and advanceth the Soxs intereſt by and beyond his own, who 
makes the $9 his friexl, and ſets himſelf againſt his own and 
peoples llanes, the Sons enemies. And if this counſell will 
not be taken, then lec the deſpiſers thereof, though crowned, 
ſceptered,adorned, adored Monarchs know, 'tis not becaule the 
Sons wrath is not rerrible,bur becauſe they are 5nſenfible, If 
they will needs contend, ſome fellow-worm would be their 
ficter match.

noone A/a Was wroth with the ſeer. Truth , the more wholeſome 

__- and pure it is, commonly phe lefs roothſome and pleaſing ir 

is. And thethankfuil receiving of holy reprehenſion, isa noble 

though a bloodleſs ZAartyrdom. And certainly till Satan lays 
down his hatred ro Chrift, and love to him/elf, he will never 
be in love with them who advance Chrift, and oppoſe him ; 

Bur grant all this, the /ervaxts of Chriſt muſt more ſtudy 

ducy, then/afety. And they can better endure the wrath of 

the Sons of men,. for diſcharo:ng, rben the wrath of the 

Son of Goa tor negletting their duty. That Spirit by which 

they ought to be acted, had as well the ſhape of fiery 'tomgues, 

as that of a Dove, They mult not ftudy to ſhew a /moorh,

but a /afe way : not to prepare /axce, but Phy/ich, and re- 
meiaber it's better, as Aug«ſtin well expreſſeth it, To /ove 
With /everity, then to deceive With lenity. What evil have 
Aazifirats above all other men deſerved, that they ſhould 
bedeſtruRtively ſoothed, when a poor man ſhall be ſavingly 
admoniſhed ? I confeſs, reprehenſions ought not to degene- 
rate into /editiovy, The dignity of a Magiſtrates Office, 
ought not to ſuffer for the vices of his perſon : But yet nei- 
ther mult ſinfull flactery aboliſh love co the ſouls of choſe 
who are great, or zeal tor him who is the greateſt. In ſhort, 
Even f#cere reproofes, which tend to prevent the Wrath of the 
-great Ged, are not onely excuſable, but commendable. *Tis 
an holy impadence, to be impudent in urging an to take heed 
of damnation. It's a ſinfull beſofulneſs vto % courteous 8s 
'to forget Chriftianity, We can never Wars t00 much of 
eternal danger. It's very good manners to ſtay, and knock 
again, though we have kyocks more then thrice at the door 
of a great mans coy/ciexce. Eeither here or hereafter, his 
conſcience will commend «s, though now his /»fs be angry 
with ww. If imporcunity overcame an unrighteous «dg to*Luk,r8.y, ' 
do good to another, how much more ſhould it prevaile with 
him.co do good for himſelf ? - 
Ssxthly, I note, Ralers who upon their refuſall of ſubjeflion Uſe 6 
to Chriſt, have felt the ſmart of his ſevere diſpenſations, T 
ſhould juſtifie him, and condemn themſe/vesr.
